On  motion,,  it  was  received,  and  afterwards  referred  to  proper 
committees  for  action. 

President's  Report. 

Fathers  and  Brethren  : 

Permitted  to  assemble  again  in  Synod,  let  us  ask  God  for  the  wisdom  we  need. 
We  are  called  not  merely  to  do  the  business  of  ordinary  years,  nor  only  to  cele- 
brate the  memory  of  the  servant  of  God  whose  disciples  we  are ;  but  wisely  to 
deliberate  and  resolve  concerning  enterprises  already  begun,  and  further  enter- 
prises proposed  ;  while  the  great  question  of  the  association  of  all  the  Lutheran 
Synods  of  the  South  has  been  suddenly  brought  upon  U3.  In  this  crisis  we  shall 
greatly  miss  one,  whose  advice  we  were  wont  to  ask. 

Two  of  our  fathers  in  the  Lord  have  been  called  away  from  much  suffering 
to  their  heavenly  reward,  Rev.  J.  H.  W.  Wertz  and  Rev.  A.  R.  Rude,  D.  D. 
The  former  by  humble  zeal  and  great  devotion  •  to  our  Church  had  accomplished 
much  ;  the  latter  was  eminent  as  a  scholar,  a  theologian  and  an  ecclesiastic.  It 
will  be  remembered  that  when  during  our  last  Convention  in  Charleston  Dr. 
Rude  rose  to  take  leave  of  us  but  asked  that  his  name  remain  on  the  roll,  there 
was  a  general  desire  to  express  our  love  and  sense  of  obligation  to  him,  a  desire 
which  he  foiled  with  characteristic  modesty.  Let  us  now  put  on  record  our 
affection  for  these  brethren,  and  a  just  estimate  of  Dr.  Rude's  great  services  to 
the  Church. 


The  Committee  appointed  to  procure  from  the  Legislature  of  this  State  a  new 
charter  for  our  Synod  has  attended  to  this  duty.  A  copy  of  the  charter  is  here- 
with transmitted.  I  recommend  that  it  be  printed  with  the  Miuutes  of  this 
Convention. 

The  following  changes  have  taken  place  during  this  Synodical  Year: 

1.  REMOVALS  FROM  THE  SYNOD. 

Rev.  A.  D.  L.  Moser,  having  accepted  a  charge  in  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina,  has  been  dismissed  to  that  body. 

Rev.  H.  S.  Wingard,  having  resigned  the  Pomaria  Churches,  and  having  ac- 
cepted a  charge  within  the  Georgia  Synod,  was  dismissed  to  that  body,  October 
26,  1883. 

2.  CHANGES  IN  THE  PASTORATES. 

Rev.  Z.  W.  Bedenbaugh  informed  me,  Dec.  13,  1882,  ihit  he  had  begun  his 
work  as  pastor  of  Beth-Eden  Church. 

Rev.  J.  H.  Wilson,  Jan.  4,  1883,  as  pastor  of  Pastorate  No.  2. 

Rev.  B.  Kreps,  Feb.  17.  1883,  advised  me  that  the  joint  council  of  Pastorate 
No.  5,  rendered  vacant  by  Bro.  Moser's  resignation,  had  resolved  that  each  con- 
gregation in  the  charge  must  make  its  own  arrangements ;  and  that  he  had 
accepted  a  call  from  St,  David's  and  Bethlehem  Churches  ;  had  therefore  relin- 
quished charge  of  Orange  Chapel  and  resigned  his  own  charge,  but  having  been 
requested  still  to  preach  at  Union  Church,  wished  to  do  so. 

Rev.  0.  P.  Boozer  on  July  9,  1883,  informed  me  that  he  had  accepted  a  call 
from  Mt.  Pleasant  Church,  Lexington  Co.,  to  serve  it  during  the  present  Synodi- 
cal Year,  in  addition  to  lour  congregations  he  already  had. 

Rev.  J.  E.  Bushnell,  a  licentiate  of  the  Synod  of  Virginia,  took  charge  of 
Grace  Church,  Prosperity,  Dec,  1882. 

Rev.  J.  F.  Probst  took  charge  of  St.  Peter's,  Walhalla,  June  1,  1883. 

INSTALLATIONS. 

I  regret  that  my  pastoral  duties  have  forbidden  me  to  officiate  at  the  installa- 
tions I  am  about  to  mention.  In  complying  with  the  request  of  the  pastors  to 
appoint  brethren  to  attend  to  this  duty  in  my  place,  I  have  required  that  their 
expenses  be  paid  by  the  congregations  served,  a  request  which  has  in  all  cases 
been  acceded  to,  and  might  be  made  a  standing  rule  of  the  Synod. 

1.  Rev.  J.  Q.  Wertz  asked  me  to  appoint  Rev.  P.  Miller  to  install  him.  Bro, 
Miller  was  not  able  to  do  so ;  and  though  I  asked  Bro.  Wertz  to  select  some  one 
else,  I  received  no  reply. 

Feb.  28,  Rev.  J.  H.  Wilson  was  installed  in  Pastorate  No.  2,  by  Rev.  Prof. 
Rahn. 

Rev.  J.  B.  Haskell  was  installed  in  Ebenezer  Church,  Columbia,  by  Rev.  Dr. 
Smeltzer  and  Rev.  H.  S.  Wingard. 

CHURCH  DEDICATED. 

Prospect  Church,  Early  Branch,  Rev.  E.  A.  Wingard,  Pastor,  was  dedicated 
by  Rev.  Dr.  Rude,  about  the  1st  of  December,  1882. 
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VACANT  CHARGES. 

So  far  as  I  have  been  informed,  the  following  charges  are  vacant : 

This  Pastorate,  which,  I  have  been  informed,  has  called  Rev.  S.  T.  Hallman 
who  will  take  charge  in  December  of  this  year. 

The  congregation  in  Lexington  village  is  at  present  served  by  Mr.  M.  0.  J. 
Kreps,  an  applicant  for  ordination. 

I  regret  that  Rev.  J.  B.  Haskell  has  been  compelled  to  intermit  his  labors  in 
Columbia,  on  account  of  failing  health.  The  congregation  has  given  him  a 
leave  of  absence  for  six  months. 

At  the  request  of  the  President  of  Central  Conference,  I  wrote  to  members  ot 
Bethany  Congregation,  Lexington  Co.  In  reply  they  have  sent  a  respectful 
petition  to  be  associated  with  other  congregations,  which  I  recommend  to  the 
attention  of  the  Committee  on  Pastorates. 

NEW  MEMBERS. 

Rev.  E.  A.  Wingard  has  been  received  from  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina. 

Rev.  J.  B.  Bushnell,  a  licentiate  of  the  Synod  of  Virginia,  having  become 
pastor  at  Prosperity,  was  received  conditionally ;  the  condition  being  that  he 
will  at  this  meeting  of  Synod  apply  for  examination  and  ordination.  Inas- 
much as  the  license  given  by  the  Synod  of  Virginia  expired  at  their  meeting  in 
October,  I  gave  Bro  Bushnell  authority  to  preach  in  Grace  Church  during  the 
interval,  but  requested  him  not  to  porform  the  distinctively  ministerial  acts.  A 
copy  of  my  letter  to  him  accompanies  this  report.  It  would  be  well  for  the 
Synod  now  to  decide  how  the  President  ought  to  act  in  such  a  case  as  this:  1, 
in  receiving  a  licentiate  of  another  Synod ;  2,  if  his  license  should  expire  be- 
fore the  meeting  of  this  Synod. 

Rev.  S.  T.  Hallman  has  accepted  a  call  to  the  pastorate  in  which  Synod  is 
now  assembled,  and  was  received  from  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  October 
29,  1883.     He  asks  to  be  excused  from  attendance  at  this  meeting. 

APPLICANTS  FOR  ORDINATION. 

Three  students  of  Theology  from  this  Synod,  regularly  graduated  by  the 
Theological  Seminary  at  Salem,  apply  for  Ordination.  Since  their  graduation, 
one  of  them  has  supplied  the  Church  in  Lexington,  one  has  taught  in  the  Gaston 
High  School  in  North  Carolina,  and  one  has  taught  in  the  Preparatory  Depart- 
ment of  Newberry  College.  They  hold  themselves  ready  to  obey  the  call  of  the 
Church. 

In  my  opinion  the  Church  ought  to  express  its  emphatic  disapproval  of  the 
marriage  of  two  of  these  candidates,  while  still  under  our  charge.  By  that  act 
they  have  shown  little  respect  for  the  examination  they  have  yet  to  undergo, 
and  seem  to  think  their  ordination  a  foregone  conclusion. 

Rev.  J.  E.  Bushnell  also  is  an  applicant  for  examination  and  ordination,  in 
reference  to  whom  it  is  right  to  state  that  I  have  received  testimony  of  his  zeal 
and  efficiency. 

In  order  that  the  examination  of  these  brethren  may  be  thorough  yet  not  con- 
sume too  much  time,  I  have  suggested  a  change  in  the  mariner  of  it,  which  I 
hope  the  Ministerium  will  adopt.     I  have  proposed  that  the  subjects  desig- 
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nated  by  our  Constitution  be  divided  among  the  members  of  the  Examining  Com- 
mittee, who  shall  then  lead  in  the  examination  accordingly.  I  have  ventured 
on  the  following  division  for  the  present  year  and  have  requested  each  member 
to  prepare  on  his  subject  5-10  Questions.  Synod  or  the  Ministerium  should  then 
decide  whether  the  examination  shall  be  oral  or  in  writing.  If  it  be  decided  to 
require  answers  in  writing  on  some  subjects,  the  same  questions  may  be  given 
to  all,  and  their  answers  may  be  considered  at  leisure. 

EXAMINERS  AND  SUBJECTS. 

Rev.  Prof.  Holland — Latin  Language,  Evidences  of  Christianity. 
Rev.  Dr.  Muller — Exegesis  of  New  Testament,  Catechetics. 
Rev.  Dr.  Hawkins — Doctrinal  and  Moral  Theology. 
Rev.  Dr.  Smeltzer — Church  History,  History  of  Doctrine 
Rev.  E.  T.  Horn — Exegesis  of  Old  Testament,  Homiletics,  Pastoral  Theology. 
T  recommend  that  the  names  of  the  members  of  the  Examining  Committee  be 
printed  in  the  Minutes  of  every  year. 

OTHER  CORRESPONDENCE. 

L.  June  24,  1883,  a  respectful  communication  was  addressed  to  me  by  the 
Council  of  St.  Johannes'  Church,  Charleston,  asking  my  judicial  decision  on 
certain  points.  I  replied  that  I  had  no  authority  as  a  judge,  but  offered  my 
brotherly  advice,  which  was  pleasantly  accepted.  The  correspondence  is  sub- 
mitted with  this  report. 

2.  In  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  Synod  I  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Rev. 
President  of  the  Synod  of  Georgia,  and  another  to  the  Rev.  President  of  the 
Synod  of  Iowa,  in  reference  to  the  interests  of  English  Lutherans  in  Augusta 
and  Atlanta.  The  latter  did  not  reply.  The  former  welcomed  our  assistance, 
but  deprecated  any  interference  with  the  jurisdiction  of  his  own  Synod.  He 
evinced  much  interest  in  the  duty  of  the  Church  towards  the  city  of  Atlanta. 

3.  Tennessee  Synod.  At  the  instance  of  Rev.  H.  S.  Wingard,  I  addressed  to 
Rev.  Dr.  Henkel,  President  of  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  Tennessee,  a  letter 
proposing  that  we  try  to  settle  (peacefully)  the  suit  pending  in  one  of  the  con- 
gregations served  by  the  former.  The  proposal  was  accepted  most  Christianly, 
and  Dr.  Henkel  suggested  an  excellent  plan  of  compromise.  I  understand 
that  the  pastor  of  the  congregation  opposed  to  Brother  Wingard 'a  congregation 
favored  this  settlement,  but  his  people  spurned  it,  and  so  a  praiseworthy  effort 
came  to  naught. 

Encouraged  by  the  tone  of  Dr.  Henkel's  letter,  and  by  various  articles  appear- 
ing in  the  Church  papers,  I  now  wrote  to  Dr.  Henkel,  inquiring  whether  there 
was  not  a  basis  on  which  the  Tennessee  Synod  could  co-operate  with  the  Gen- 
eral Synod,  South.  I  received  from  him  an  earnest  and  suggestive  reply.  This 
correspondence  is  submitted  to  the  Synod  without  further  comment.  Subse- 
quently, the  Church  papers  contained  an  interesting  account  of  a  proposition 
made  by  the  Evange.ical  Lutheran  Synod  of  Tennessee  to  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Synod  of  Virginia,  to  hold  a  free  conference  to  discuss  the  formation 
of  a  Synodical  Conference,  &c.  This  overture  has  also  been  formally  made  to 
this  Synod,  and  is  herewith  submitted,    The  resolutions  in  reply,  adopted  by  tfre 
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Synod  of  Virginia,  accompany  these  documents.  Tt  would  not  be  proper  for  me 
to  discuss  this  matter  in  advance  of  the  report  of  the  committee  to  which  you 
will  refer  it;  nor  need  I  remind  you  that  this  undoubtedly  is  a  crisis  in  the 
history  of  our  Church  in  the  South.  Let  us  give  to  the  question  earnest  prayer 
and  the  most  thorough  consideration. 

THE  GENERAL  SYNOD. 

At  this  meeting,  delegates  to  the  General  Synod  are  to  be  elected.  Many 
important  topics  will  be  discussed  at  that  Synod,  and  as  some  of  these  are  now 
before  the  Church,  I  think  an  effort  ought  to  be  made  to  ascertain  the  opinion  of 
th is  Synod  concerning  them.  It  may  be  impracticable  to  instruct  our  delegates, 
but  I  emphatically  dissent  from  the  doctrine  that  the  position  taken  by  our  dele- 
gates, and  even  the  resolution  of  the  General  Synod,  except  in  the  departments 
expressly  mentioned  in  its  Constitution,  are  absolutely  binding  on  our  Synod ; 
and  I  think  our  delegates  have  a  right  to  know  the  sentiment  of  the  Synod  on 
questions  already  mooted.  I  therefore  suggest  that  some  action  be  taken  indica- 
tive of  our  opinion  on  the  following  topics: 

1 .  The  General  Synod's  Committee  has  called  Rev.  J.  W.  Stickler  to  be  Foreign 
Missionary,  and  he  has  accepted  the  call.  We  must  inquire  what  amount  of 
money  has  been  collected  in  our  congregations  for  this  purpose  during  the  past 
year,  decide  how  much  we  can  promise  consistently  with  our  other  duties,  and 
suggest  means  by  which  this  work  can  be  encouraged  among  us. 

2.  The  General  Synod,  North,  has  resolved  to  do  its  work  for  the  freedmen 
through  the  Committee  of  the  General  Synod,  South.  It  has  been  resolved  by 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  to  offer  to  the  General  Synod  a  mission  among 
colored  people,  begun  at  Concord,  N.  C.  The  Newberry  Conference  of  our  own 
Synod  proposes  to  employ  a  missionary  among  the  same  class  of  our  people,  with 
a  view  to  organize  a  school  for  the  training  of  colored  Lutheran  ministers. 
Doubtless  they  have  taken  steps  to  lay  their  plans  before  us.  This  is  a  great 
work,  and  God  may  be  offering  it  to  us.  It  will  be  disastrous  to  begin  it  feebly, 
and  without  a  good  plan.  We  ought,  therefore,  pray  erf  ull}r  mature  a  plan  which 
shall  be  consistent  and  practicable.  I  also  suggest  that  it  would  be  well  for  our 
General  Synod  to  withdraw  its  authorization  of  Howard  University  as  a  training 
school  for  Lutheran  colored  ministers,  because  it  is  not  founded  on  the  theological 
basis  of  our  Synod,  and  indeed  is  in  no  sense  a  Lutheran  school.  It  will  be 
proper  to  remark  here  that  I  have  officially  corresponded  with  prominent  ministers 
of  our  Church  in  the  Northern  States  on  the  subject  of  the  work  among  the 
colored  people,  but  have  received  no  encouragement  to  expect  material  aid  from 
them. 

3.  The  General  Synod  may  be  asked  to  undertake  mission  work  at  Atlanta, 
Georgia;  and  it  is  right  that  we  should  consider  our  duty  with  reference  to 
that  point. 

THE  COLLEGE. 

Doubtless  full  reports  will  show  what  success  the  effort  to  raise  funds  for 
the  College  has  met  with.    I  trust  the  concerns  of  our  College  will  receive  a 
thorough  and  friendly  discussion,  and  that  we  may  be  able  greatly  to  assist  it.

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HOME  MISSIONS. 

I  shall  now  give  a  narrative  of  the  work  of  the  Executive  Committee,  having 
again  served  as  its  Chairman.  The  reports  of  the  missionaries  are  herewith 
submitted ;  the  books  of  the  Treasurer  and  his  report  will  be  laid  before  you  i 
and  the  Committee  will  answer  questions  which  may  be  asked  when  its  work 
comes  under  discussion. 

The  Committee  derived  the  greatest  advantage  from  their  experience  during 
the  preceding  year.  Thorough  exploration  of  the  State  had  indicated  points  to 
be  avoided.  Rev.  J.  P.  Probst  was  employed  at  a  salary  of  $66.66  a  month,  and 
under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  visited  Greenville.  Aiken,  Augusta,  Beau- 
fort and  Marion. 

One  visit  sufficed  for  Marion.  The  little  body  of  Lutherans  there  is  not  strong 
enough  to  be  organized  into  a  congregation.  They  however  deserve  an  occa- 
sional visit. 

The  work  at  Aiken  proved  discouraging.  No  interest  was  shown  by  our 
Lutheran  people  there,  and  finally  the  Committee  ceased  trying  to  force  a  Church 
upon  them.  The  lots  once  bought  in  that  place  have  Keen  identified,  but  I  regret 
that  our  efforts  to  secure  a  title  to  them  for  Synod  have  hitherto  been  unsuc- 
cessful, and  there  still  are  difficulties  in  the  way. 

A  provisional  organization  has  been  effected  at  Greenville.  The  Church  at 
Wall/alia  falling  vacant,  Rev.  J.  P.  Probst  then  accepted  a  call  to  Walhalla  and 
Greenville,  the  Executive  Committee  agreeing  to  supplement  his  salary  by  an 
appropriation  of  $150,  from  Junel,  1883,  to  June  1,  1884. 

Rev.  E.  A.  Wingard  was  directed  to  make  Early  Branch  the  centre  of  a  work 
in  that  region.  An  attempt  to  accomplish  something  at  Aiken  proved  fruitless- 
He  then  began  a  school  at  Varnsville,  which  adds  to  the  influence  of  our  Church 
in  that  section.  He  also  began  to  preach  in  Beaufort.  A  visit  of  Rev.  Dr. 
Muller,  who  was  sent  by  the  Committee,  s  irred^up  considerable  interest  among 
the  German  Lutherans  resident  there,  and  there  is"a  prospect  of  the  formation 
of  a  congregation  in  that  town.  The  Committee  believe  it  will  be  advantageous 
to  develop  a  Pastorate  in  the  neighborhood  of  our  noble  little  vanguard  at 
Early  Branch.  Therefore,  for  such  service,  they  have  engaged  to  pay  Brother 
Wingard  also  $150,  from  June  I,  1883,  to  June  i,  1884. 

Meanwhile  our  venerable  Brother  Lindler  has  been  serving  Graniteville  with 
the  greatest  acceptance.    For  this  he  has  been  paid  $50  by  the  Committee. 

It  will  be  seen,  then,  that  the  expenditures  of  the  Committee,  up  to  June  1st, 
were  for  the  salary  of  a  traveling  missionary,  who  did  the  work  of  a  pioneer. 
At  that  date  the  work  was  concentrated  on  two  missionary  pastorates.  We 
have  entered  on  a  contract,  which  will  expire  June  1,  1884.  Up  to  that  time 
these  missionaries  are  to  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  $150  per  annum.  I  recommend 
that  a  sufficient  amount  be  appropriated  to  the  Executive  Committee  to  be  elected 
not  only  to  pay  these  sums  until  that  time,  but  to  continue  the  same  for  another 
year.  In  these  three  points  a  beginning  has  been  made,  which  ought  to  be  fol- 
lowed up  for  four  or  five  years.    Then  we  may  enjoy  a  permanent  result. 

While  Rev.  J.  F.  Probst  was  our  traveling  missionary,  early  after  the  meeting 
of  Synod  the  Committee  sent  him  to  Augusta,  Ga.  As  President  of  the  Synod 
I  gave  him  explicit  instructions  and  credentials  (herewith  submitted).     He  was 
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directed  to  apply  to  the  Pastor  and  Council  of  the  German  Lutheran  Church  and 
confer  with  them  concerning  the  need  and  prospects  of  an  English  Lutheran 
Church  in  that  city.  Brother  Probst  conducted  himself  with  the  greatest  pro- 
priety ;  refused  to  address  himself  to  any  but  the  recognized  authorities  of  the 
German  congregation,  and  was  rewarded  by  a  courteous  resolution  of  the 
Church  Council  thanking  him  for  his  visit  and  setting  forth  their  intention  to 
provide  English  services  for  their  young  people.  The  Committee  regarded  this 
as  a  happy  conclusion  to  a  delicate  enterprise.  During  the  spring  Brother 
Probst  received  letters  from  some  of  the  members  of  the  congregation  in 
Augusta  asking  him  to  visit  them  and  organize  them  into  an  (English)  Lutheran 
congregation.  After  due  deliberation,  again  on  my  authority,  and  after  ample 
investigation,  he  did  so  organize  them.  Prof.  Rahn  was  called  to  be  their 
pastor.  The  happiest  relations  are  said  to  subsist  beevveen  the  older  and  the 
young  congregation.    The  movement  is  in  every  sense  a  hopeful  one. 

The  Executive  Committee  feel  that  they  have  made  one  mistake.  It  was 
understood  at  last  Synod  that  the  whole  balance  in  the  Treasury  was  to  be  at 
their  disposal,  and  they  immediately  drew  on  the  Treasurer  for  it,  because  they 
were  able  by  depositing  it  in  the  bank  to  secure  interest  on  it.  The  Treasurer 
at  first  demurred,  but  afterwards  properly  honored  my  order.  Yet  we  felt  that 
there  was  an  impropriety  in  holding  ir  beyond  the  control  of  a  bonded  officer. 
Strong  reasons  which  moved  the  Committee,  I  do  not  here  mention.  I  recom- 
mend that  this  year  t^ie  Synod  designate  the  amount  appropriated  for  the  Execu- 
tive Committee. 

Besides  this  general  work,  it  is  proper  to  record  that  the  pastors  in  Charles- 
ton on  September  r>th,  laid  the  corner-stone  of  a  chapel  in  the  Northeastern 
part  of  the  city,  to  be  called  St.  Barnabas  Church.  Tt  is  essentially  a  mission > 
The  chapel  is  nearly  complete,  but  the  Sunday  School  and  congregation  are  yet 
to  be  collected.  It  is  hoped  that  our  four  congregations  will  work  together  in 
this  enterprise,  to  their  own  upbuilding  and  the  good  of  the  neighborhood  in 
which  the  chapel  lias  been  placed. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

This  brings  me  to  several  recommendations,  the  adoption  of  which  might 
facilitate  the  business  of  the  Synod. 

1.  It  would  be  well  if  all  reports  to  be  laid  before  Synod  were  communicated 
to  the  President  long  enough  before  the  meeting  to  enable  him  to  present  at  the 
opening  of  the  session  a  summary  of  all  business  to  be  done,  with  recommenda- 
tions which  may  serve  as  <-a  basis  for  variation." 

2.  Conferences  are  not  mentioned  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Synod.  As  they 
have  grown  up  among  us,  and  have  been  found  useful,  a  division  of  the  Synod 
into  Conferences  ought  to  be  incorporated  into  the  Constitution,  and  their  powers 
ought  to  be  strictly  defined. 

3.  I  recommend  that  theses  on  a  doctrinal  subject  be  made  the  matter  of  dis- 
cussion at  a  fixed  time  during  every  Convention  of  Synod.  Thus  theological 
study  will  be  furthered  among  us,  and  unity  in  the  Word  of  God  will  be  secured. 

I  have  no  apology  to  offer  for  the  number  and  variety  of  the  recommendations 
of  this  report ;  but  pray  God  may  guide  us  in  the  business  He  has  given  us  to  do.

The  President  of  Board  of  Trustees  of  Newberry  College  made 
his  Report,  which  was  laid  over  for  future  action. 

Report  of  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Newberry  College. 

It  should  be  a  matter  of  congratulation  to  the  friends  of  Newberry  College, 
that  this  institution  is  still  in  existence,  and  not  only  existence,  but  that  it 
has  an  able,  competent  Faculty,  and  that  the  number  of  students  in  the  Colle- 
giate Department  this  session  is  larger  than  it  was  during  the  past  session. 

At  an  extra  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  held  in  December  last,  Rev. 
Prof.  Rahn  was  elected  as  Agent  of  the  College  at  a  salary  of  $1,000  per  annum. 
At  the  same  meeting  the  arrangements  that  had  existed  between  the  College  and 
the  Newberry  Male  Academy  were  dissolved. 

At  another  meeting  of  the  Board  held  in  June  last,  the  resignation  of  Rev. 
Prof.  Rahn  as  Agent  of  the  College  was  accepted,  he  having  been  called  to  the 
English  Lutheran  Church  of  Augusta,  Ga.  President  Holland  was  elected  to 
the  position  of  agent  in  his  stead. 

The  Preparatory  Department  of  the  College  was  placed  under  a  Principal  and 
an  Assistant.  Others  matters  of  importance  were  transacted  by  the  Board,  which 
will  be  brought  before  Synod  by  Special  Committees. 

Three  young  men  were  graduated,  with  the  degree  of  A.  B.,  and  one  was 
granted  a  certificate  of  proficiency  in  Latin  and  English.  The  degree  of  A.  M. 
was  conferred  on  seven  young  men  of  the  class  of  1880,  and  that  of  D,  D.  on 
Rev.  H.  W.  Kuhns,  of  Westminster,  Md. 
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The  Board's  Standing  Committee,  at  a  meeting  held  in  August,  elected  Rev. 
Prof.  Dysinger  to  the  Chair  of  Ancient  Languages,  Rev.  Dr.  Steck  to  the  Chair 
of  History  and  Political  Science,  and  Mr.  A.  J.  Bowers  as  Principal  of  the  Pre- 
paratory Department,  with  Mr.  Augustus  Werber  as  Assistant.  Rev.  Dr.  Steck 
was  employed  by  said  Committee  to  visit  the  North  in  the  interest  of  the  Col- 
lege. We  are  glad  to  report,  that  he  received  donations  in  valuable  books  to  the 
amount  of  five  hundred  dollars,  and  some  money,  as  well  as  laid  a  foundation 
for  future  operations. 

Rev.  Prof.  Rahn,  for  the  short  time  in  which  he  was  engaged  as  Agent  of  the 
College,  succeeded  in  organizing  in  various  portions  of  the  Church  Luther  Memo- 
rial Societies,  which  promise,  if  judiciously  managed  and  encouraged,  to  do  a 
good  work  towards  completing  the  Endowment  Fund.  Rev.  Prof.  Holland  has 
devoted  whatever  spare  time  he  has  had  to  this*  work  with  encouraging  success. 

Very  much  depends  upon  these  efforts  to  endow  the  College.  It  has  almost 
become  absolutely  necessary  for  the  Denominational  Colleges  in  this  State  to  be 
liberally  endowed.  Especially  is  this  so,  when  we  remember  that  the  Univer- 
sity of  the  State,  or  the  old  South  Carolina  CoLege,  has  been  re-opened,  and  is 
being  supported  by  funds  from  the  public  Treasury — that  the  State  is  offering 
free  tuition  in  an  institution  which  is  nothing  more  than  a  rival  of  other  Col- 
leges, notwithstanding  the  claim  made  by  some  that  this  is  a  University,  and  is 
intended  to  afford  facilities  for  a  higher  education,  It  is  high  time  for  the  citi- 
zens of  the  State,  who  have  appropriated  their  means  to  the  building  of  these 
Denominational  Colleges,  to  reach  down  deeper  into  their  pockets  and  give  them 
such  an  Endowment  as  will  enable  them  to  stand  any  pressure  that  has  been, 
or  may  hereafter  be  put  upon  them. 

In  regard  to  our  own  Institution,  it  does  appear,  that  if  the  eight  thousand 
Lutherans  in  this  State  would,  as  one  man,  determine  to  endow  Newberry  Col- 
lege, it  would  be  done ;  and  in  order  that  this  one  strong  and  long  pull,  and  a 
pull  altogether  might  be  made,  we  respectfully  suggest,  that  the  twenty-nine 
or  thirty  pastors  of  these  people,  identified  as  they  should  be  with  all  our  inter- 
ests from  this  day,  and  until  victory  crowns  our  efforts,  take  a  firm  stand  among 
their  own  people. 

I  recommend  that  the  Synod  appropriate  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  insur- 
ance of  the  College  building,  and  that  the  third  installment  of  the  apparatus 
fund  be  paid  out  of  the  Treasury.

SIXTH  SESSION. 

Monday,  November  12th,  1883. 

Opened  with  prayer,  by  Rev.  J.  F.  Probst. 
Roll  called,  and  Minutes  read. 
The  Committee  on  State  of  Religion  reported. 
Report  received  and  adopted. 

Report  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

Your  Committee  on  the  Reports  on  the  State  of  Religion  in  the  different 
Charges,  would  respectfully  report  as  follows : 

1.  There  is  one  encouragiDg  feature  presented  in  these  Reports,  viz. :  the 
building,  enlarging  and  beautifying  their  houses  of  worship.    This  shows  a  love 
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for  the  Church,  and  a  desire  not  only  that  the  worshipers  may  be  comfortable, 
but  that  the  Church  may  increase. 

2.  From  these  Reports  we  see  no  general  awakening  in  the  Church  upon  the 
suject  of  religion,  and  yet  a  gradual  increase  is  reported,  both  by  confirmation 
and  by  letter.  No  large  ingathering  of  souls,  as  formerly  reported  by  pastors, 
are  presented  in  these  reports.  Whether  the  Church  is  now  more  pious  or  more 
worldly,  the  Master  alone  can  determine. 

3.  The  congregations  have  been  well  supplied,  and  the  pastors  have  been 
faithful  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  The  Word  has  been  faithfully 
preached.  The  hope  is  that  it  will  accomplish  the  object  for  which  it  has  been 
preached — the  salvation  of  souls. 

4.  In  some  of  the  congregations,  catechization  has  been  attended  to,  and  the 
children  brought  into  full  communion  with  the  Church.  In  most,  if  not  all,  the 
congregations,  Sabbath  Schools  have  been  organized,  and  the  pastors  report 
favorably  in  reference  to  these  schools.  Much  interest  is  manifested  in  teaching 
the  children  the  truths  of  our  Holy  Religion. 

5.  That,  while  there  has  been  no  special  ingathering  of  souls,  during  the 
Synodical  Year,  most  of  the  pastors  rejoice  in  the  large  audiences  that  attend 
upon  their  preaching.  This  shows  a  desire  to  hear  the  truth,  an  interest  in  the 
Church  of  the  Redeemer.  This  alone  gives  encouragement  that  the  truth  is 
exerting  its  silent  influence. 

6.  One  great  complaint  in  some  of  the  congregations  seems  to  be,  that  while 
the  audiences  are  large,  a  few  of  the  members  not  only  absent  themselves  from 
the  sanctuary,  but  take  little  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Church,  and  perhaps 
less  in  their  own  spiritual  improvement. 

1.  There  is  another  favorable  indication  of  the  spiritual  growth  in  the  con- 
gregations, as  given  in  some  of  the  reports,  a  greater  desire  for  the  literature  of 
our  Church,  and  especially  for  the  Church  papers,  for  it  is  by  these  that  the 
members  become  acquainted  with  the  work  and  wants  of  the  Church,  and 
become  willing  to  assist  in  the  upbuilding  of  our  Zion. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee,  on  reading  the  Reports  from  the  different  con- 
gregations, and  viewing  the  condition  of  the  Church  as  presented  in  these  Re- 
ports, we  naturally  ask  ourselves  the  question,  why  is  it,  when  the  audiences 
are  good,  and  the  preaching,  no  doubt,  earnest  and  faithful,  there  have  been  so 
few,  comparatively  speaking,  brought  into  full  communion  with  the  Church  ?  Is 
the  tendency  of  our  Church  towards  dead  formalism,  or  towards  vital  piety, 
is  a  question  both  pastor  and  people  should  prayerfully  ask  themselves.

Honour  encloses  one  dollar,  his  annual  contribution  to  the  Missionary 
Society — which,  in  obedience  to  his  instruction  we  have  handed  to  the  Treasu- 
rer.

He,  however,  conveys  to  us  in  the  kindest  manner  the  fraternal  greetings  of 
his  Synod.  Your  Committee  is  sure  that  they  express  the  sentiment  of  this 
body,  when  they  say  to  Bro.  Margart,  that  we  heartily  reciprocate  the  kind  feel- 
ings expressed,  by  him  and  through  him,  by  his  Synod. 

No.  7  is  the  excuse  of  Rev.  J.  Bachman  Haskel,  who  is  prevented  from  meet- 
ing with  us  on  account  of  ill  health.  Your  Committee  recommend  that  he  be 
excused,  and  in  view  of  the  sore  affliction  of  this  dear  young  brother  would  offer 
the  following  resolution : 
.  Resolved,  That  the  earnest  and  heartfelt  sympathy  of  this  Synod  be  tendered 
to  our  beloved  brother  in  his  afflictions,  and  that  both  in  private  and  in  public  our 
prayers  will  be  offered  to  a  throne  of  grace  in  his  behalf.

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Report  of  Special  Committee  on  Charter  of  Synod. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  South  Caro- 
lina : 

The  Special  Committee  of  Three  members  appointed  at  the  last  session  of  the 
Synod,  who  were  charged  with  the  duty  of  examining  into  the  legal  status  of 
the  charter  of  the  Synod,  and  authorized,  if  they  deemed  it  advisable,  to  apply 
for  a  new  charter  in  which  the  name  of  the  Synod  should  be  changed  to  that 
of  "  The  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  South  Carolina,"  ask  leave  to  report  : 

That  after  a  careful  examination  into  the  status  of  the  charter  of  the  Synod 
and  the  amendments  thereto,  your  Committee  reached  the  conclusion  that  the 
said  charter  had  long  since  expired.  Under  the  power  vested  in  them,  your 
Committee  applied  to  the  State  Legislature  for  a  revival  and  renewal  of  said 
charter,  and  for  a  change  of  the  name  of  the  Synod.  The  renewal  charter  as 
applied  for  was  granted  by  an  Act  approved  21st  December,  1882,  and  the  name 
of  the  Synod  was  therein  changed  as  desired  to  "  The  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Synod  of  South  Carolina." 

Your  Committee  append  hereto  a  copy  of  the  renewal  charter,  and  recom- 
mend that  the  same  be  formally  accepted  by  the  Synod,  and  that  the  fact  of 
acceptance,  and  also  a  copy  of  the  Act  be  entered  on  the  minutes  and  published 
in  the  printed  copy  of  the  minutes.

COPY  OF  ACT. 

An  Act  to  Renew  and  Amend  the  Charter  and  Change  the  Name  of 
"  The  Lutheran  Synod  of  South  Carolina,  Georgia  and  the  Adjoining 
States." 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  now  met  and  sitting  in  General  Assembly,  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  That  the  charter  heretofore  granted  to  "  The  Lutheran 
Synod  of  South  Carolina,  Georgia  and  the  adjoining  States"  by  an  Act  ratified 
on  the  20th  December,  1825,  and  subsequently  renewed  by  an  Act  ratified  on 
the  19th  December,  1849,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  revived,  renewed  and  ex- 
tended for  the  period  of  thirty  years  from  the  date  of  the  approval  of  this  Act. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  corporate  acts  done  and  all  corporate  rights  and  privileges 
exercised  by  the  said  Synod  since  the  expiration  of  its  charter  which  accord 
with  the  provisions  of  the  said  charter  are  hereby  declared  to  be  as  valid  and 
effectual  in  law  as  if  the  said  charter  had  not  expired. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  name  and  style  of  the  corporation  is  hereby  so  changed  that 
it  shall  henceforth  be  known  and  designated  as  "  The  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Synod  of  South  Carolina." 

Sec.  4.  That  the  said  corporation  is  hereby  empowered  to  take  and  hold 
property,  real  and  personal,  to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and 
the  same  to  mortgage,  alien  or  otherwise  dispose  of  at  discretion. 
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Sec.  5.  That  all  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  inconsistent  with  this  Act  be,  and  the 
same  are  hereby  repealed. 

In  the  Senate  House,  the  twenty-first  day  of  December,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-two.

The  subject  of  this  tribute  was  greatly  beloved  and  venerated  by  this  Synod, 
the  members  of  which  always  rejoiced  in  his  presence,  hearkened  to  his  coun- 
sels, honored  his  profound  learning,  and  delighted  to  emulate  his  holy  example  . 
especially  was  he  ever  ready  to  advise  and  encourage  the  young  men  of  the  Min- 
isterium,  and  those  most  intimately  associated  with  him.  He  counseled  and 
cautioned  as  a  loving  father,  all  who  confided  in  his  good  judgment,  and  appealed 
to  him  in  times  of  need. 

He  was  eminent  for  his  deep  piety — was  truly  a  man  of  God.  But  he  has 
left  us,  and  entered  into  rest.  The  Master  has  said,  it  is  enough — has  called  him 
from  his  labors  in  the  Church  militant  to  his  blessed  rewards  in  the  Church 
triumphant. 

Our  deceased  brother  and  father  in  God  was  a  native  of  Denmark,  but  in 
early  life  came  to  this  country.  Having  studied  theology  at  Andover  and  Get- 
tysburg, he  was  ordained  to  the  office  of  the  holy  ministry  in  1842,  and  was  a 
a  faithful  servant  of  the  Church  until  the  close  of  his  earthly  life, 

In  general  scholarship,  and  especially  in  theological  science  and  literature,  his 
attainments  were  acknowledged.  In  sincere  and  consistent  devotion  to  the 
Church,  and  its  pure  faith  and  usages — in  his  untiring  diligence  in  the  preparation 
of  the  Book  of  Worship — in  his  position  as  Editor  of  the  Lutheran  Visitor — in  the 
capacity  of  Instructor  in  the  Theological  Seminary  during  several  years — in  pas- 
toral activity — and  in  his  long  connection  with  this  Synod  as  one  of  the  most 
efficient  and  influential  members,  he  is  pre-eminently  worthy  of  our  imitation  and 
honor. 

He  rests  from  his  labors,  and  his  works  do  follow  him.

SACRED  TO  THE  MEMORY 

OF 

BOEN  JUNE  12,  1820,  AND  DIED  APRIL  23,  1883. 


Rev.  J.  H.  W.  Wertz  was  born  June  12th,  1820,  and  died  April  23d,  1883,  in 
the  Sixty-Third  year  of  his  age.  Although  deprived  of  the  benefits  of  a  Classi- 
cal and  Theological  Training,  yet,  with  a  strong  and  vigorous  mind,  by  diligent 
study  and  close  application  he  fitted  himself  for  much  usefulness  in  the  Church. 
His  preaching,  in  style  was  a  pattern  of  simplicity;  it  was  so  plain  that  no  one 
could  go  from  his  Church  asking  the  meaning;  of  what  they  had  heard;  and  his 
sentiments  were  so  eminently  pure  and  devout  that  the  Word  of  God,  in  his 
mouth,  was  seen  to  be  truth.  He  studiously  adapted  his  instructions  to  the 
wants  and  attainments  of  the  masses,  avoiding  in  his  preaching  such  questions 
as  minister  to  disputes  rather  than  to  godly  edifying.  And  while  he  thus 
preached  the  G-ospei  to  the  masses,  his  appeals  derived  no  small  degree  of  force 
and  efficacy  from  an  affectionate  and  animated  delivery,  and  a  life  which  exem- 
plified what  he  taught.  The  leading  topic  of  his  discourses  were — the  bondage 
of  man  by  sin — the  necessity  of  a  deliverer — the  manner  of  our  redemption — 
the  danger  of  not  closing  with  it — the  power  of  grace  to  deliver  us.  And 
blessed  are  those  whose  purity  of  doctrine  and  holiness  of  life  are  liable  to  a3 
few  exceptions  as  his,  and  who  labor  as  earnestly  and  diligently  in  the  the  cause 
of  their  Master  and  Saviour  as  he.  Our  Synod  mourns  the  loss  of  a  brother 
dearly  beloved,  and  the  Church  of  a  faithful  and  efficient  Pastor.  But  our  loss 
is  his  gain.
